2. Document Dl is considered to be the closest prior in 
relation to the subject matter of Dl. It discloses 
an installation for the continuous treatment, for 
example dyeing, of a textile web of fabric which is 
guided in its longitudinal direction with the free 
longitudinal edges tensioned and in which the 
longitudinal edges are prevented from folding over 
by auxiliary means being applied. 

2.1 The subject matter of claim 1 thus differs from the 
known installation in that a staple gun with a 
staple magazine is assigned to the respective 
longitudinal edge., 

2.2 The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

2.3 The problem addressed by the present invention can 
therefore be considered that of preventing the 
longitudinal edges from turning over by virtue of
